The missing builder was well connected 
in this city.

WILL NOT SACRIFICE TREES FOR 
A RAILROAD. 


THEY OBSTRUCT THE VIEW. 


Riverman Who Claims the Trees Says 
the Railroad Must Pay Before 
Cutting Them Down. 


The engineers of the Chicago, Burlington 
& Quincy Railroad Co. will still have to 
keep a shary lookout when making the 
turn at the foot of Ferry street. 

At this point of the road the view of the 
track is obstructed by two trees, which 
make it impossible for the trainmen to see 
an engine approaching from an opposite di- 
rection. A collision may happen there any 
time. 

The directors of the St, Louis, Kansas 
City & Northwestern Raiiroad. as this 
branch of the C., B. & Q. is called, made an 
effort to have the trees removed, but the 
men ordered to cut them down were 
stopped by Henry Long, a riverman, who 
claims to own the property end trees. Long 
told the directors he would not allow the 
trees removed unlees the company bought 
the property on which they are. The com- 
pany had the city make measurements so 
as to determine the ownership of the prop- 
erty. As a result of the survey it Was an- 
nounced that the property which Long 
claims belongs to the Harbor and Wharf 
Department. The ralroad made applica- 
tion to Commisioner Stone of the Harbor 
Division for perm’‘gion to cut down the 
trees. and received his consent. 

Long still insists that the trees are his, 
and says he will make things warm for the 
persone who attempt to cut iem down.

Torrent of Water From a 
Break in a Dam. 


THIRTY LABORERS IN PERIL. 


ALL ESCAPED WITH NOT A MO- 
MENT TO SPARE. 


The Dam Was a Temporary Structure, 
Under Wilson Avenue Bridge, to 
Hold the Surface Water of 
Recent Rains. 


CLEVELAND, O., Jan. 18.—About 1:15 
this morning a dam under the Wilson 
avenue bridge gave way. Back of the dam 
was a body of water a mile and one-half 
long, hundreds of feet wide and in places 
25 to 30 feet deep. The break in the dam 
has allowed torrents of water to pour down 
on the flats below it. Along the line whence 
the flood flows are the big plants of the 
Standard Oil Co., the Cleveland Paper Mills, 
the Flick slaughter house and other manu- 
facturing plants. There are but few peo- 
ple living in the track of the flood and these 
were all warned and have sought safety 


on higher ground. 

The cause of the flood is the recent heavy 
rains, the melting snow from the hillsides 
and a pond of several acres overflowing.

Streams for several miles up the gully have 
added their quota of water. 

The break in the dam, which was an un- 
substantial mass of earth, occurred while 
30 men were at work in the artificial canal 
be'ng sunk by the city engineers to allow 
the pent-up water to find a gradual and 
safe outlet. These men had a most har- 
rowing experience, and escaped with their 
lives with not one second to spare 

The warning given them was not suffi- 
client to even arouse their fears of what 
was happening, and hardly a man had 
looked up from the bottom of the deep 
trench in which they were working be- 
fate the flood had broken loose. 

The 30 men were 25 feet below the summit 
of the dam, laboring in the dim glow of a 
few incandescent lights, when tneir fore- 
man suddenly called to them to run for 
their lives. Most of them being foreigners, 
and slow to understand English, but very 
few knew what the command meant and 
did not at first show any signs of heeding 
it, and were literally dragged away. 

The last man had scarcely left the 
trench before mighty torrent of water 
swept down over the trench with a ter- 
rifie roar, carrying everything before it. 
A big force of men were at once put to 
embankments in arder to 
hold the waters in check as much as possi- 
ble. A number of factories and manufac- 


damage to them has occurred so far. 

The north end of the Wsson avenue 
bridge has been moved from its foundation 
half an inch, aad engineers have given up 
of saving the structure. Five of its 
piers have crumbled away and sunk below 
the surface of the water.

CLAIMS SHE STOLE TO FEED HER 
STARVING CHILDREN. 


DEFENDED -BY MISS BARBEE. 


Pathetic Side of a Case Which Resem- 
bled That of Catharine Campbell 
Except in the Result. 


The course the law took In the separate 
cases of Annie’ McKeon and Catharine 
Campbell, though both were arrested on 
similar charges, was so @ifferent that they 
bave attracted much comment. 

Mrs. Anna McKeon was a defendant be- 
fore Judge Willis Clark Wednesday on the 
charge of grand larceny; and was held to 
the grand jury tn a $500 bond. 

When Mrs. McKeon entered the court 
room she carried her 22-year-old baby girl 
in her arms. The woman is perhaps 3% 
years old and not physically strong. She 
d‘d not appear at her best, for her eyes 
were red from much weep!ng and she was 
so humiliated she could not hold up her 
head. Her eyes sought the carpet and 
pitiful little sobs broKe the silence occasion- 
allv. 

This woman might have been without 
counsel had not Miss Daisy Barbee, the 
woman attorney, volunteered to appear for 
her. Miss Barbee in compassion for the 
woman and moved by her condition sought 
to have Prosecutiag Attorney Clover enter 
a noile prosequi. Though the prosecut- 
ing witness, Charles C. Prescott, consented 
to this course the prosecution was insisted 
upon. 

Mr. Prescott of 5564 Vernon avenue was 
put on the stand, He told how Mrs. Mc- 
Keon came to his home on Dec. 28 and ap- 
plied for a position as domestic. On the 
6ame night she disappeared. At the same 
time some of his wife’s wearing apparel, 
some bed clothes and catables also dis- 
appeared. He reported the facts to the po- 
lice and had them search Mre. McKeon’s 
home at 5852 Wells avenue. On the stand, 
in response to a question propounded by 
Miss Barbee, Mr. Prescott said that in 
view of the fact that Mrs. McKeon had 
three children he did not care to prose- 


cute. 

Patrolmen Cooney and Davis testified. 
“I went to the McKeon home and searched 
the premises,”’ said Cooney. “I found the 
property described by Mr. Prescott. I 
searched carefully but faund no food gave 
that which had been taken 
Prescott’s home. There e no ve 
and the furniture was ree. 

}no duel that I could see’. 

Miss Barbee did not put her client on the 
stand. Mrs. McKeon had already admitted 
to the police that she took the property. 
She said her children were at home starv- 
ing and she did it for their sake. When 
Judge Clark announced that all he could 
do was to hold her to the grand jury the 
woman turned about in despair and walked 
back to the cage. She did not cry aloud, 
nor make any scene. She said not a word. 

Attorney Simon Bass approached Miss 
Barbee and offered to go on her bond. The 
offer was accepted. ut when this was 
done only part of a perplexing problem was 
solved. Mrs. McKeon has no home. She 
is in such a condition she cannot work. 
What will become of her pending the ac- 
tion of the grand jury is the problem now 
puzzling Miss Barbee. 

Mr. Prescott said before he left the Four 
Courts that the finding of the court was 
just. The woman was unquestionably 
guilty. The pathetic part, he said, was that 
three children would be made to suffer, 
perhaps more than the mother. 


BURGLARS’ BLOCK AND TACKLE 


New Style of Kit Adopted by Thieves 
Operating in a Mis- 
souri Town.

INDEPENDENCE, Mo., Jan. 18.—Bur- 
glars tried to rob the Chrisman-Sawyer 
Bank in Independence last night, but with 
no success, They used a block and tackle 
to enter the building. Despite these most 
unusual proceedings and efforts, they falled 
to get anywhere near the money and the 
only thing they got for their pains was the 
knowledge of the vault’s security. Efforts 
to break the safe in the blacksmith shop 
of Robert Wilson were as futile. 

The attempt on the Chrisman-Sawyer 
Bank, the largest in Independence, was as 
unique as it was unsuccessful, The bank 
is on the southwest corner of the square, 
in the full glare of an electric light. The 
vault is in the rear of the first floor bank- 
ing room, is built of steel and concrete, 
and extends from the basement to the 
second floor. The burglars tried to break 
into it from the top by cutting through 
the floor and drilling through the four feet 
of concrete to the steel ceiling. Instead of 
going up the stairway to the second story, 
however, the burglars rigged up a block 
and tackle, and one wee hoisted to a win- 
dow, about 15 feet up, which window he 
broke and entd¢red, and then he evidently 
hauled up his companions. Why all this 
trouble, with a stairway just at hand, with 
much less chance for discovery, is incon- 
ceivable.

STREET RAILWAY SYNDICATE 


All the Local Lines Except the Sub- 
urban Passing Into the Hands 
of Eastern Capitalists. 


New York financiers are credited wits 
having secured options the effect of which 
will be the merging of all the street car 
systems of St. Louls except the Suburban 
line in one syndicate. 

Brown Brothers, the bankers, who paid 
$8,000,000 for the Lindell Railway, were the 
organizers of this gigantic deal by which, 
ro a story in brokers’ circles runs, the Lin- 
dell, Missouri, Hamilton and Southern Elec- 
tric lines are consolidated. For several 
weeks the negotiations have been in prog- 
ress. They were begun by wire and cor- 
respondence, but a week ago Eastern capi- 
talists arrived in St. Louis and since then 
conferences have been held daily. 

On Saturday €. H. Spencer and Walter 
Orthwein gave an option on the Southern 
Electric Railway. Then, it is said, John 
Scullin relinquished control of his prop- 
erties, yielding to tempting offers. Hithérto 
he had held back because he could not 
bring the Easterners around to his figures.

THE GOVERNOR WILL WAIT. 


Not Ready to Name the New Police 
Commissioners, 


Sperial to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Jan. 18.~Inas- 
much as the terms of Police Commission- 
ers L. D. Kingsland and Otto M. Forster 
expired Jan. 1, 1899, there has been a great 
deal of speculation about the question of 
their successors. 

It has been the opinion of some that 
neither will be reappointed, of others that 
Kingsland will be reappointed. and of still 
others that both will be favored with an- 
other term. The guessers have had many 
warm discuesions, over these several opin- 
ions. 

Governor Stephens declines to throw any 
light on che question under dispute, but he 
announced to a Post-Dispatch reporter that 
he would not appoint andbody probably for 
three months, or until the Lexow Commit- 
tee finishes its investigation of St. Louis.

“If the Lexow Committee sends the com- 
missioners to the penitentiary, I will have 
to hunt up some entirely new material. But 
if they come out unacathed, they will be 
taken into consideration in making my 4ap- 
pointments. Seriously, though, I intend to 
wait until the committee. makes a report 
before I act on the appointments, and it 
will probably be three monhts before I 


It is intimated that, the Lexow Commit- 
tee aside, the well-known diplomacy of 
Mrs. Forster, the potency of which has 80 
often been demonstrated in securing com- 
mutations and pardons for criminals, will 
secure the reappointment of her husband. 

It has been stated that the Governor has 
said that he intended to appoint one Irish- 
American this time, and as a result of this 
gossip there are several Irish-Americans 
Who are applicants for the place. Thomas

FREE LUNCH SALOONS. 


Bill to Abolish the Present Feature 
of Drinking Houses. 
Special to thé Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Jan. 18.—Sena- 
tor Davisson has introduced a bill which 
aims a body blow at all free-lunch saloons. 
In introducing the bill he said drink caused 
75> per cent of the crime, and that free 
lunches in saloons attracted to saloons per- 
sons who would not go there merely for 
drinks. The bill follows: 

Section 1. Whoever having a license to 
keep a dramshop shall by himself or an- 
other, either as principal, agent, clerk or 
servant, directly or indirectly sell any spir- 
ituous, vinous or malt liquors, in any quan- 
tity, to be drank in or upon any adjacent 
room, wWineroom, building, yard, premises 
or place of public resort, or shall set up 
and keep any lunch counter, stand or lunch 
table, or serve and dispense free lunch to 
any frequenter, customer or other person 
in his dramshop, or in any room, building 
or place adjacent thereto, shall be guiity 
of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction 
shall be punished by a fine not less than $10 
or more than $100, and in addition to such 
fine shall not again be allowed to obtain 
a dramshop license or engage in the busi- 
ness of dramshop keeper.

tt is said that Mr. Herrmann determined 
to protest against being locked up in the 
juryroom before the jury was taken from 
the court. He wished to make a test case 
against the practice of locking jurors in 
rooms that are ‘nconveniently arranged and 
are not provided with fire escapes. He be- 
lieves that such a practice operates in many 
cases to obstruct the administration of jus- 
tice. He contends that men cannot think 
deliberately under such circumstances. 

He bases this°theory upon his own ex- 
perience. He wae once locked in such a 
room with a jury which was deliberating 
upon evidence in a murder casé. ‘The jurors 
began to discuss. the possibil'ttes of their 
escaping in case.of fire, and- they became 
so intérested in this matter that they 
neglected the case in hand. 

“Why, they nearly hanged an innocent 
man!’ exclaimed Mr. Herrmann afterwards 
to a friend.

Wact in Dealing With Aguinaldo Would 
Have Established American 
Control Without a Great 
Amount of Friction. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 18.—Gen. Charles A. 
Whittier who returned recently from Ma- 
mila says: ‘‘Nothing in the world ‘s easier 
of settlement than the situation in the 
Philippines. It could be settied in’ three 
days. In the first place there is a wide 
ignorance of the wealth of the Philippines 
and the character of the Filipinos. The 
natives are not ignorant; they are not sav- 
ages. They are adept at manufacture and 
g00d mariners and railroad operatives. 
They are temperate and have shown great 
a@bility in their militery affairs, 

“With fairness, accompar:ed by diplo- 
macy and tact, I think it the simpiest mat- 
ter possible to bring them under our con- 
trol. We may give them offices of minor 
importance, both military and civil and 
try the experiment for whatever number 
of years may. be necessary until they de- 
velop their capacity for governing and 
we can then be guided by that. 

“I saw Aguinaldo on Oct. 27, three days 
before leaving Manila. He said his people 
were about equally divided, one-half fa- 
voring absolute independence, the other 
half favoring an American protectorate. 1 
said to him: ‘The fact is it must be the 
wish of all of you to develop the country, 
To do this, roads must be built on scientific 
principles, railroads must be constructed, 
panitation will be necessary. You have no 
money or credit; you have no navy. The 
islands are so rich a prize that, apart from 
quarrels and schtsms between the different 
tribes, foreigners are most likely to take 
from you portions of the possessions from 
time to tame.’ 

“Aguinaldo replied: ‘The civilized world 
would never permit such a thing,’ to which 
I returned, ‘How has it been in China? 
There England, Russia, France and Grer- 
many are striving at all times to take 

arte of the country.’ He haa no anewer 

or this. 

“A confident'al friend of Aguinaldo, Buen 
Camino, joined the conference at this point 
and after talking a while with Aguinaeldo 
expressed very strongly his opinion that 
the two could move their people to the ac- 
ceptance of a protectorate. 

“Aguinaldo and Buen Camino added ex- 
pressions of pleasure at my visit, as they 
feit they had been neglected and rather 
given the cold shoulder by Americans since 
the day after the fall of Manila, when they 
were assured of our friendship. 

‘“‘My view is that after the singning of 
the treaty in Paris, communication should 
have been established with them, and 
have no doubt that an understanding could 
have been arrived at with no impairment 
of our dignity and with no suggestion that 
we were going to give up the islands, at 
least for the present.”’ 

Asked his op!nion of the appointment by 
President McKinley of the commission te 
investigate the conditions In the Phlilip- 
pines, General Whittier replied: 

“T think it is a most excellent thing. 
a letter to the Secretary of State, written 
least September, I recommended jthat such 
a commission sent there to study and 
report wpon the conditions, political, <so- 
cial and matertal, of all the islands and 
Jater, in my testimony before the Peace 
Commision is Paris, I made a similar 
recommendation, 

“T then suggested that a bureau of science 
With the ablest chief of staff to be obtained 
should at once be established to compre- 
hend the departments of geology, zoology, 
botany and ethnology, and also a land and 
forestry commission or a department of 
land surveys and works. The present com- 
miss'on seems to fulfill all these requlre- 
ments. 

“It might readily assimilate to the Brit- 
ish colonial system and it will be easy for 
it to determine which of their many forms 
may be advantageously used. The British 
Colonial Empire has 40 distinct and inde- 
pendent governments. Of these 11 have 
elective assemblies and responsible govern- 
ments... The remaining 29 are divided into 
many classes. 

“In any form of government under a 
protectorate it would be of advantage 
probably to make one of the native leaders 
a commissiorer of native affairs. In this 
or any event the Governor General alone, 
or with the commission, should have abso- 
lute power." 

Gen. Whittier went to Manila w'th Gen. 
Merritt. and there served as collector unti] 
the end of October. He returned by way 
of Par's, and on his arrival in this country 
recently his first duty was to make his re- 
port to the officials in Washington. This 
done, he now feels that he is sufficiently 
freed from official obligations to speak of | 

laffairs in the Philippines. His position 
‘there gave him ample opportunity for ob- 
Serving the conditions in the islands. 


BORAX COMBINE.

Announcement will be made in London of 
the details of the new company which will 
be known as Borax Consolidated, limited. 
The leading constituent companies are the 
Pacific Borax and Redwood Chemical Com- 
pany. the Borax Company of England. the 
ocletie Lyonnaise of France, and the va- 
rious South American companies which 
@re chiefly engaged in suppiyin the raw 
material to European refiners. There will 
be seven companies in the combination. 
Under the plan proposed the capital stock 
will amount to $7,000,000 and there will be 
an issue of $5,000,000 of bonds. In this 
country there had already been a combina- 
tion of the two chief companies—the Pa- 
cific and the Redwood—which control the 
California deposits. The Redwood was or- 
iginally an English concern. The California 
output of borax ten vears ago was 10,000,000 
pounds, the deposit of borax being one of 
the richest ever discovered.

Wife and Children. 


RAN AWAY WITH A WOMAN. 


| THE HOUSEBOAT CABLE. 


They Floated to Evansville, Returned 
to St. Louis, and Husband 
and Wife Met While 
Seeking Charity. 


“Are there two Homer Grahams in St. 
Louis?’ is a question that is puzgzi‘ng the 


police. 
If there. are not, the one bearer of that 


name is mixed up in a most pecullar mat- 
rimonial tangle 

A Homer Graham, accompanied by the 
woman believed by his neighbors to be his 
wife, moved suddenly from 1819 Papin street 
Wednesday morning, taking with him two 
children. 

A Homer Graham left his wife and two 
children at 4232 North Broadway nearly a 
year ago and moved suddenly to parts un- 
known, 

The North Broadway Mrs. Graham thinks 
the Papin street Homer Graham is her 
husband. She reached that conclusion Tues- 
day after a meeting under romantic cir- 


cumstances. 

The Homer Graham who lived at 4232 
North Broadway was a switchman in the 
Wabash yards in North St. Louis. 

The Homer Graham of Papin street was 
until Tuesday, a switchman in the Frisco 
yards. 

Wednesday he was in no condition to 
work. A huge swathe of bandages hid 
several scalp wounds and facial cuts in- 
flicted by the North St. Louis Mrs. Gra- 
ham and her sister, Miss Minnie Spradley, 
of Evansville, Ind. The weapons were a 
water pitcher and a tea vin The wounds 
were inflicted at the furnished room house 
kept by Mr. and Mr:. Charles Campbell at 
1819 Papin street. 

Here is the North St. 
ham’'s story of her wrongs. She assumes 
that the South St. Louis Graham is the 
Homer Graham who wooed and won her in 
Evansville when she was Miss Millie Sprad- 
ley. In proof of that marriage Mrs. Gra- 
ham exhibits a marriage certificate signed 
by W. H. Ivy, minister, and witnessed by 
Allie J. Graham and A. Spradley. The 
ceremony was performed May 25, 1888. 

“We came to St. Louis nearly four years 
ago,’’ said the North St. Louis Mrs. Gra- 
ham, Wednesday. ‘‘We lived first at 4512 
North Twentienth street and moved here 
about 18 months ago. My husband worked 
in the Wabash yards and for a time pro- 
vided well for me and the children. My 
daughter, Bessie, is now at school; She is 
9 years old. The baby here, Charley, is a 
year and a half old

The woman seemed lady- 
like, but I didn't fancy the way she looked 
at my husband. 

“A week later Homer said he was going 
away to look for a better job in Kansas 
He said he would send for me and 
the children when he got settied. He had 
me mend his clothes and pack his things. 
He went away one night, taking only a 
small bundle, his bicycle and a piece of ba- 
con, half the meat we had in the house. 
He said he would come back, but he didn't. 
Two nights after that my s'‘ster came to 
me and said she had been told he was on 
the boat with Mrs. Cavanaugh. That was 
Feb. 2. It was a moonlight night. Sister 
Minnie and I went down Bremen avenue 
to the river. As we walked down the levee 
Homer came from the boat. I gave.a little 
scream, and he saw me. He turned and ran 
back to the boat.

We had a little quarrel 
last Monday, but it did not amount to 
much. She has a quick temper, but has 
never threatened to leave me. I have been 
working every day and seldom rest and 
my family have never wanted for anything. 
I have notified the police of her disappear- 
ance. I am almost sure she will return 
to-morrow. If not, I don’t know what 1 
shall do next.” 

Howe has been in the-employ of the 
Union Line five years and has hardly 
missed a day. He is a hard worker and 
never drinks to excess. He said his wife’s 
quick temper might have led her to com- 
mit suicide.

METHODS ARE “SLIPSHOD.” 


Man Charged With Gigamy Released 
Because the State’s Case Was 
Not Carefully Prepared. 


Annie Mever and August Meyer were ar- 
raigned for a preiiminary hearing in the 
Ceurt of Criminal Correction Wednesday 
morning on the charge of bigamy.

Annie Meyer wae held by the court for 
the grand jury in the sum of $1000.

May not the same objections be applied to Christianity? Is 
it historical? Has society generally accepted and acted upon 
its theory? Do we find it in the laws of communities or 
nations? Give your coat to the man who steals your cloak, 
turn the left cheek to him that smites the right, love your 
enemics—is the principle embodied in those sayings generally 
accepted, acted upon and embodied in the laws of. civilized 
and so-called Christian soelety? Is there a trace of them in 
the heginnings of society? 

But Mr. Patton does not cease to preach the principles of 
Christianity because they are not historical and are not tri- 
umphant or even recognized the world over. He believes them 
eternal, if not historical, and has faith in their persistence and 
ultimate triumph. 

So with the principle of human liberty. It has risen from 
humble sources in the struggle against brute force and in- 
justice. It is nt generally accepted by the strong. It is not 
a historical heritage from savage ancestors, but a revelation of 
eternal truth. It has not fully triumphed even among its 
friends and supporters, Our own achievements in the cause 
of liberty are compromises and modifications. The ideal is 
still ahead. 

But shall we, because the manifestation of human liberty is 
nowhere perfect, deliberately deny it to others, turn our 
backs on the principle and stop the march of progress? Shall 
we throw away our ideal for a mess of imperial pottage?
